The Long Struggle for the Cov- 


eted Prize 


RESULTS IN FAVOR OF THE GEORGIAN, 


Who is Nominated, with Votes to 


Spare, on the 3oth Ballot—History 


of the Exciting Struggle— 


A Lively Finish. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—Two hours be- 


fore tho hour sot for the convening of 
thd Fifty-second congrcsa the demo- 
cratic members of the lower branch of 
that body met in the hall of tho house 
for the purpose of selecting' a candidate 
for ipenlccr, pursuant to the adjourn- 
ment taken after the protracted and fa- 
tiguing session of Saturday. Ten o'clock 
is on early hour for the average mem- 
ber of congress, and those entitled 
to attorn) tho caucus were slow in 
assembling-; Chairman Holinan arrived 
at the house at 9:40, followed a few 
minutes latur by Mr. Springer, who 
looked as buppy and cheerful as ever 
nud wore his everlasting-rosebud in the 
lapel ot his cout. Judge Crisp was the 
next of the candidates on the ground, 
anfl he occupied most of the time be- 
twcon his arrival and the hour that the 
caucus met In earnest conversation 
with Mr. Ulount, one of his lieutenants. 


Mr. Mills came to the capital before 


the meeting of the caucus. He seemed 
bright and cheerful, and did not show 
any signs of tho partial prostration 
from which ho suffered Sunday night 
Messrs. McMillin and Hatch were also 
on the battle-field. All the speakership 
candidates occupied the headquarters 
in committee rooms on the house floor 
which wore assigned to them on Satur- 
day, and little knots of supporters of 
',he members gathered about each and 
?avo his individual views of the situa- 
tion as seen in the light most favorable 
to his favorite. 


There was practically no attempt 


made at missionary work before the 
caucus mot. The various candidates 
bad exhausted their resources Sunday 
in assaulting tho line of each opponent, 
but without perceptible result, and the 
democratic members entered the caucus 
without an inkling of what the day 
would bring forth. The caucus was 
called to order by . Chairman Hol- 
mau shortly after 10 o'clock, and 
tho roll-call was 
answered to by 


EI2 members, fifteen less than attended 
tho caucus of Saturday. New arrivals 
kept coming iu all the time, however, 
and swelled the number. 


Culling the roll on the eighteenth bal- 


lot wan then begun and 220 members 
voted its follows: Tor Crisp, 04! for 
Mills, 80; forMclllllin, 10; for Springer, 
17, for Hatch, 5; for Stevens, 1: 


Nineteenth ballot, no change. 
Twentieth ballot: Crisp, 92j Mills, 90; 


Springer, 17; McMilin, 17; Hatch, 5; 
Stevens, 1. Total, 132. 


Twenty-first ballot: Crisp, «4; Mills, 


81; Springer, 17; McMillin, 19; Hatch, 
B; Stevens, 1. Total, 237. 


Twenty-second ballot resulted: Crisp, 


05; Mills, 93; McMillin, 19; Springer, 15; 
Hatch, 4; Stevens, 1. Total, 227. New- 
berry went over to Mills from Springer. 


Mr. Hatch voted for Crisp on the 


,wcnty-third ballot. His action was 
jroeted with cheering by the Crisp men. 
Twenty-third ballot: Crisp, 100, Mills, 
D4; Springer, 13; McMillin, 19; Stevens, 
1. Total, 237. 


An earnest consultation between Mr. 


McMillin and his supporters followed 
the twenty-third ballot. Mr. McMillin 
mpressed on his little band the 
strength of their united action, and it 
was agreed by the entire nineteen that 
,hey would stick to McMillin through 
thick and thin. Every effort was made 
iy the other candidates to draw from 
VlcMillln, but without success or hope 
of success.

\vo fall," was tho shibboleth of the 
I'ennesseean's supporters. They felt 
that they held tho b'alance of power, 
und the key to the situation. 


Springer's support was reduced to a 


Jozen on the twenty-fourth ballot by 
;he desertion of McClellan, of Indiana, 
who voted for Crisp.

101; Mills, 95; McMlllm, IU; Springer, 
12; Stevens, 1. 


Hepoated assaults on the solid Mc- 


Vlillin column resulted in another con- 
ference of the 19, and it was again de- 
cided that there should be no dceer- 
.ion. 
Three more ballots were taken with- 


ant changing a single vote. A motion 
to take a recess was made, just after the 
ending of tho twenty-sixth, by a Sprin- 
ger man, but it was withdrawn before 
Being put to a vote. A conference be- 
;weon the Springer and McMillin men 
Failed of materializing results, and it 
became obvious that nothing could be 
done. A conference between the lead- 
ers of the four factions was then held, 
and a decision reached that a recess 
should be taken. Accordingly, Mr. 
Durburrow, a supporter of Springer, 
moved that an adjournment be taken 
until H o'clock, and this was agreed to 
without opposition.

The utmost excitement pre- 
vailed, and rumors that Springer and 
McMillin had formed a combination 
were circulated. 


No quorum was present when the 


caucus wan called to order, and a re- 
cess of fifteen mimites was taken. 
At 


the expiration of fifteen minutes a 
'quorum appeared, and,the call of names 
WHB proceeded with. The result of the 


conference of the Springer men made 
itself plain by the desertion of Springer 
by Babbitt and Miller, of Wisconsin, 
who went to Mills, and Durburrow, 
who voted for Crisp. Capehart, of 
West Virginia, was prevented from at- 
tending the caucus to-night by illness. 


The vote on the twenty-eighth ballot 


stood: Crisp, 103; Mills, 98; Springer, 8; 
McMillin 18; Stevens, 1. 


The twenty-ninth ballot showed but 


one change—Stahlnecker, of New York, 
deserting Mills for Crisp, and so that 
vote stood: Crisp, 104; Mills, 94; Sprin- 
ger, 8; McMillin, 1H; Stevens, 1. 


The most exciting incident of the ex- 


citing day happened then. Before the

nounced his withdrawal from the con- 
test. The announcement came like a 
thunder-bolt from a clear sky, and for 
a moment the members present were 
taken aback.

Springer's supporters—Bryan, of Ne- 
braska; Snow, of Illinois, and Martin 
and Pattison, of Indiana,—allowed their 
names to stand recorded in favor of 
Mr. Springer, but Messrs. Busey and 
Steward, of Illinois, and Eolman, of In- 
diana, voted for Crisp.

18th February, 1881, and of 28th December, 1883, 
by which American pork was excluded, in view 
of tlie sanitary inspection now proved by gov- 
ernment of the United States for pork intendod 
for export, in vlow of opinions expressed by 
ministers of foreign affairs, of flnnnco, of inte- 
rior, and of commerce and indus try, decree as 
follows: 


AniicLE 1. Salted pork meats from United 


States can be imported into Trance at points to 
be fixed by subsequent decree. 


ART 2. Before discharge of cargo the import- 


ers must produce for each shipment a certificate 
from inspector of department of agriculture 
designated by government of United States for 
Inspection of slaughter houses, certifying that 
the meats arc from healthy animals and suitable 
for human food 
The boxes must bear official 


stamp of this inspector No shipment can be 
admitted which does not comply with these re- 
quirements 


AHT 3. After their discharge theso meats 


aha!) be examined by sanitary Inspectors ap- 
pointed by minister of agriculture. All meat 
found unwholesome shall be destroyed in the 
presence of these inspectors. 


AHT 4.. Provides thj*t tbeso moats can not 


pass custom bouse) without certificates of both 
Inspectors 


ART. 5. That expense of the French inspection 


flhall be paid by the importers. 


ART. 0. Repeals former decrees of prohibition 


and any other regulations in conflict with pres- 
ent decree.

Bloomington Officers Come to De- 


oatur to Investigate a Story. 


The party who killed an unknown man 


in B cornfield near Bloomington some 
time in September or October is still at 
liberty. The mystery seems to be too 
deep for the Bloomington officers to 
solve. The body was found in a badly 
decomposed state, and beyond the fact 
that two parties on a certain nigut saw a 
hack and lanterns near the spot where 
the body was found, there has boon no 
olew to work on. There has been con- 
siderable talk, however, and many theo- 
ries. The other day an ejoentric charac- 
ter at Bloomington, a shoemaker named 
Waite, told a yarn to the effect that Mrs. 
Bert Gates, of Deoatur, had told him 
that the parties who knew something 
abont the reorder were at Deoatnr, thst 
they had lived in Bloominfton since Sep- 
tember, ana thnt they had come to Deca- 
tnr a week ago to-day. 
Tho parties 


illuded to were Daniel McGraw and Ms 
wife (formerly fan Biggins) und Jennie 
Brogan. Waits odded that he was given 
B check for tbs murdered man's trunk, 
but the tmnk cannot be located. 


PAID OS A VISIT. 


Press Butler, the noted detective, and 


Officer John Boyoe, of Bloomington, paid 
Deoatur a. visit yesterday. With the 
assistance of Marshal Mason they located 
Mrs. Bert Gates, and learned that she 
had not been in Bloomington for several 
months and had no talk with Waits. She 
tad not heard of the discovery of the 
body except in the newspapers. The 
officers were convinced that shs was tell- 
ing the truth. Jennie Brogan was found 
without trouble. It was true that she 
had come to ^Deoatur a week ogo with 
the McGraws, but she could not give any 
pointer that would connect anybody with 
the murder. 
She knew Waits. 
The 


shoemaker had wanted her to marry him 
but she had rejected him. Meantime 
Officer Williamson found MoGraw" and 
took him to the sheriff's office at the 
county jail, and while John wae tele- 
phoning Marshal Mason that he had the 
man wanted MoGraw slipped out ot the 
office and got such a start that ho made 
good bis escape. 
It was regarded as 


suspicious that 
McGraw should rjn 


away. He could not be found. Later 
Williamson found Mrs. MoGraw and the 
Bloomington officers interviewed her at 
considerable length. She talked freely 
of her experience in Bloomington, but 
denied any connection with the murder. 
She said that there was a man in Bloom- 
ingtoa whom Waits hud said had com- 
mitted the crime, and that was the only 
important statement that could be got 
out of tho woman. She wns released, as 
was also Jennie Brogan. The man al- 
luded to is now in jail at Bloomington. 


The Bloomington officers had a run for 


the train last night, but missed it, and 
had to remain in the oily over night, 
going home this morning. 


Marshal Mason will look after the case 


in Deoatur, and if anything important 
turns up it will be promptly reported.

Dr. E. H. Bartley, late Ohemiat of the 
Brooklyn, N. Y., Board of Health, and 
Prof, ot Chemistry of the Long Island 
College, and others took part. 


The concensus of opinion was over- 


whelming in favor of the employment of 
ammonia. It was atated as a fact that 
ammonia rendered the glatenof the Hour 
more soluble than the original glnten.and 
that tbe bread in which this action was 
produced by carbonate ot ammonia must 
be more digestible and henoe more
